Wounded Bandit 
May Give Clue 
In Mint et 


Masked Bandits Stage $200,- 
000 Holdup in Heart 
of Denver.

Denver, Colo., December 
Masked bandits, heavily armed and 
without regard for human life, today 
staged.the largest and most sensa- 
tional daylight robbery in police an- 
nals. on the doorsteps of the United 
States mint here. 

Charles Linton, a guard for the 
federal reserve bank, was killed by 


a rain of bullets from the guns of the 


hdndits, who escaped with $200,000 
in currency. 

Armed guards in the second story 
of the mint building poured a fusil- 
lade of bullets at the bandits as they 
fled in a touring car. One of the 
robbers—even more daring than his 
confederates—who stood on the run- 
ning board of the speeding automobile 
and fired a final volley at the mint 
cuards, was wounded. He was drag- 
ced into the speeding bandit car and 
was carried away. 

Robbery Over Quickly. _ 

The whole robbery occupied not 
more than one minute, according to 
mint officials. Police officials es- 


timated the time at less than five } 


minutes. 

Police expect to be aided in their 
search for the escaped bandits by the

there were still more flagrant viola- 
than exist in any 
large city at the present time. In 
other words, Allen concluded, people 
are slow to realize the seriousness 
of the prohibition law and enforce 
ment is consequently a slow and te- 
dious process. ‘Therefore the country 
iS going through a natural period of 
prohibition development.

It has ‘cost the smelters 
untold millions of dollars in avoiding 
ores of high arsenic content and in 
paying for the damage done to vege- 
tation by the escaping arsenic

anything, although I think it is a 
fine thing to Lave in the medicine 
cupboard, if for no other reason, be- 
cause it will help to prevent doping 
the children when they’re ailing.

Sweet spirit of nitre is a mixture 
of spirit (alcohol), water and ethy! 
nitrite, and it is on ethyl’s shoulders 
that most of the responsibility for the 
medicinal effect rests.

It practically 
never does any harm when used as 
a household remedy. It is an excel- 
lent medicine to give a child who is 
feverish with any acute illness, espe- 
cially when the urine is concentrated 
and high colored,-as in acute coryza 
or acute sore throat or acute bron- 
chitis. I¢ has a gentle, harmless, 
calmative influence on the nervous 
excitement generally present in such 
illnesses, ‘ 

Of course it must be a fresh prepa- 
ration, not an old one that has stood 
long in the bottle and lost most or 
all of its ethyl nitrite. 

For a young child a_ teaspoonful 
every hour of a solution of one tea- 
spoonful of sweet spirit of nitre in 
a half tumblerful of water is the 
right.dosage. Adults should take from 
half to one teaspoonful of the pure 
sweet spirit of nitre, in cold water, 
every hour or two. It can't do any 
harm. 

Ethyl nitre smells like apples and 
wine, and if your sweet spirit of 
nitre doesn’t smell of apples and 
wine there is no nitre there, only the 
alcohol and water.

I am profoundly convinced that an 
appeal to reason, and showing the 
dangers of this activity, will work its 
cure, and my reason for talking along 
this line is to ask that you, in public 
discourse and in conference,’ will 
make these men see with what a real 
danger they are allied.” 

Constitution Sounds Right.

Athletic Association on 
the Verge of Breaking 
Through to the Light in 
-Financial Way. 
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BY JOHN STATON 

The Tech Athletic association, in a 
financial way, is on the verge of break- 
ing into the clear. You see, from time 
on, that noble organization has been 
heavily pressed by the burden of debt, 

It might seem to the casual observer 
that such a statement contained some- 
thing which could not strictly be call- 
ed the truth, but it is simple to show 
the wherein and whyfore of a finan- 
cial incumbrance. 

There are, and have been for a good 
minany years, three outstanding debts 
which had to be met in part each 
year. The first is the payments 
on Grapt field. Mr. Grant gave one: 
third the total, and it was agreed 
that Tech as a school should give one- 
third ang the Athletic association the 
other third. 

It has been impossible, as the years 
rolled on, for the school to meet its 
part of the-obligation, so two-thirds of 
the burden has been forced upon the 
Athletic association. 

_ Next is the purchase of the lower 
field. The original purchase included 
only that ground between the two 
goal posts. None of the lower field 
was included. In fact scarce a hundred 
yards of length was in the original 
tract, since most of the Jand lay east 
and west, 

Purchased Lower Field.~ 


The next step of the association 
was to purchase the lower field, in- 
cluding all the Iand from the goal 
posts at the north end of the fence. 
lech has been paying on these two 


debts for about ten years, and they 


are just now being cleared up. But 
the association is now in possession 
of one of the most perfect spots for 


a stadium that can be found any- 
where. 

Perfectly level, in a natural basin, 
there is no spot in the southland so 
worthy of being developed. At a com 
paratively small cost, there could be 
erected a stadium on the flats that 
would be the pride of Atlanta and a 
big advertisement for the whgle south. 

The third big: incumbranece is the 
concrete stands. About eight years 
ago Tech realized the necessity of 
building permanent seats for the spec- 
tators. Prior te that time, the seats 
congisted of temporary bleachers 
strung around the field. .Most of the 
people who attended the games had 
to line up on fences around the side 
lines and stand there for the duration 
of the game, The seated were not able 
to follow the game easily due to the 
mob on the side lines. | 

Took Big Step. 


So the Athletic association took a 
big step in the right direction, and 
more on faith than anything else, 
kave a contract for the permanent 
stands now on the west side of the 
field. Getting the money together has 
been a slow procedure, due to the 
other pressing obligations. But now, 
thanks to several, good seasons, the 
stands are nearly paid for. 

And even now, the need for addi- 
tional capacity is as great as it was 
when the first concrete stands were 
built.. There is an absolute neces- 
sity for a place to put all the people 
who would come to the games if they 
were assured of having good seats. 
Many who” would attend even the 
sinaller games are kept away by. the 
thought that the best seats are not 
available and it would be necessary 
for them to take inferior selections 
should they attend. 

The plan now is to start an ac- 
tive campaign in the spring which 
shall have as its purpose the. erection 
of a fine concrete stadium around the 
field. Such a campaign would meet 
with favor everywhere, the response 
to it would be generous and spontan: 
eous.

_ “The football season, which has 
just closed, has not been from the 
point of yiew of games won, as sue 
cessful as it might have been, but 
let no one think that this was due 
to lack of effort on the part of our 
coach.

movement in Europe for the popular- 
ization ef competitive sports, foriner 
Adjutant General Charles H. Sherrill, 
N. YY. N. G., American member of 
the international] Olympic committee, 
who recently returned from a tour of 


General Sherrill said that America’s 

highly developed athletic system and 
its beneficial effect on the building 
of the character of the nation’s youth 
has been brought forcibly to the at-. 
tention of European statesmen and 
educators by American athletes who 
have eompeted in European sporting 
events. “The influence of American 
participation in events abroad has so 
aroused the rivalry of Europe as to 
produee in many countries as radical 
a movement in athletics as fasciam 
o a radical movement in Italian poli- 
ics. : 

“For example, association football 
has become so important in Spain 
that it attracts as large crowds and 
in many cases larger crowds than do 
the famous bull fights. 

“The tremendous rivalry of athletes 
in Finland is well known because the 
small team of two dozen Finns fin- 
ished second to America’s numerous 
team at Antwerp. The ‘Sokols’ or 
athletic groups of Czechoslovakia are 
so successful that it is not unusual 
to have 10,000 competitors in a single 
set of games. Italy and France are 
not far behind. In . Alexandria, 
Egypt, a buge athletic stadium is be- 
ing built. In Japan, baseball is al- 
most as popular as in the United 
States.” 

General Sherrill added that Euro- 
peans could never get over their as- 
tonishment at the popular interest in 
sports in this country.

If punishment does all its advocates,claim for it, why does the 
child who has been locked up for playing craps, strapped for sw.- ng 
newspapers, starved for a day and a night for stealing fruit, continue 
to do so, and more, when the opportunity presents itself? 


I doubt that these good people who strive so earnestly by such 


a hard method to purify childhood have the right idea. The right idea 
ought to work—and the punishment idea doesn’t seem to. 

You see, it cannot work, because it does not reach the child’s 
idea, his purpose, his will. These have to be reached and changed be- 
fore the conduct that distresses us will change. 

When we scold a child fiercely, shake him, cuff him, stand him 
in the corner, and all that, we haven’t reached .him or his idea, which is 
the boy really. We hayen’t touched him at all. He is sitting away in- 
side himself, resenting the discomforts and annoyance we have caused 


him. He is refuting our claim to have power over him.’ His spirit is 
soaring beyond our reach. We are powerless to help him in his need 
because we have stirred his soul to revolt.

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Rumor of American Loan 
To Germany Contributes 
To Rise in Cottori Market 


Following is the third of a serios of articles written by 
one of the country’s leading financial observers on the cotton 
situation, especially for The Constitution.

It is to be 
issued on both sides of the Atlantic 
and secured by all sorts of liens 
upon the revenues and property of 
the German government. An agree- 
ment with France in pursuance of 
which she is to greatly abate her re- 
paration claims and have the pay- 
ment of the reduced amount guaran- 
teed by the Allies is also said to be 
part of the scheme. ‘ 

Still Uncertain 


But as far as can be ascertained 
at this writing there is no justifica- 
tion for all this detail nor is there 
any warrant for believing that the 
negotiations are beyond the tenta- 
tive Stage. 

It is universally reeognized that 
such a loan if it could be arranged 
would do more than anything since 
the armistice to aid and accelerate 
the reconstruction of Europe, but it 
is to be feared that many months 
will elapse before such an epoch mak- 
ing plan can be made effective and we 
will no doubt have plenty of time to 
diseuss its effect before it becomes 
a reality. 

It is, howevér, -urprising that the 
mere suggestion of such an idealistic 
scheme should have a stimulating ef- 
feet and in so far as the cotton mar- 
ket is concerned it provides the bulls 
with a new lever with which to lift 
prices as and if the bankers progress 
toward the consummation of the 
plans they are supposed to have in 
mind. 


Labor Shortage. 


Another factor that may be ac- 
counted bullish is the reported short- 
age of labor in the industrial north 
and west. One result is said to be 
an exodus of the negroes from the 
cotton states. The movement from 
North Carolina and Georgia has be- 
come so large that organized efforts 


are being made to check the activities! 


of the unlicensed labor agents who 
are trying to induce the negroes to 
go north. 

In its effect upon southern agri- 
culture generally and the production 
of cotton this northward movement 
of the colored population is far more 
serious than is generally understood. 
According to the last ensus the negro 
population of the 13 states commonly 
called southern increased by only 
113,419 souls, or less than one-half 
of one per cent. durimg the decade 
ending with 1920. During the same 
period the negroes in the other states 


increased by oa}. H9, or over 33 per 
cent. There S an actual decrease 
of 74,303 in the negro population of 
Mississippi, while that of New York, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois 
and Michigan taken together increas- 
ed 393,750. With the ending of the 
war, by which this redistribution of 
our negro population was chiefly 
caused, it was hoped that the colored 
people would return to Dixie, but if 
instead they shall continue to come 
north the difficulty of producing 
enough American cotton for the 
world’s requirements wilil be immense- 
ly increased. 
Sustains Optimists. 


The statistical situation as it 
velopes sustains the predictions of 
the optimists. The consumption of 
the American mills for November was 
the largest for any month — since 


de- 


January 1920. The export movement 
for the season is now within 100. 
0000 Southnsixct3ba,SQ0000000000060 
OOO bales of last year’s, and with 
Europe's purchasing power increased 
by the rise in exchange the foreigners 
should continue to buy freely 


But at 25 to 26 cents speculation 
is naturally cautious and any further 
advance, if it comes, will protably re- 
flect the trade demand rather than 
the buying of those who hope to re- 
sell at a profit. From present in- 
dications it seems entirely probable 
that this season’s consumption of Am- 
erican cotton will exceed 12,000,000 
bales and unless the next crop shal! 
be substantially in exeess of that fig- 
ure some mills will be without cotton | 
to spin during the vear 1924.

Jenny Lind, reincarnated, appeared 
at the Auditorium Monday night in 
the person of Misé Frieda Hempel, 
and in a program of the sweetest 
and dearest of old songs and. classic 
melodies captivated. a big audience, 
which braved the most disagreeable 
night of the winter to hear her sing. 

Had Phineas Taylor Barnum, who 
brought Jenny Lind to America, heard 
Frieda Hempel sing Monday night he 
would have said that Miss Hempel is 
not the Jenny Li of today. He 
would say, instead that Jenny Lind 


was the Frieda Hempel of her time. | 


For purity of tone and for graceful 
execution it is doubtful if any soprano 
living has a voice superior to that of 
Miss Hempel. Jenny Lind in a pro- 
gram like the one Monday night must 
have sung with much the same voice 
that the music lovers of Atlanta heard 
in Miss Hempel. It is hard to im- 
agmhe how any voice could have been 
more stirring. 

Appeal for All Hearers. 


Miss Hempel’s Jenny Lind program 
demonstrated beyond doubt that the 
greatest of singers can select pro- 
grams which will appeal to all people 
regardless of the state of their tech- 
nical musical education, something 
that most of the leading artists seem 
not to realize. Nearly all the num- 
bers are simple things, yet are sung 
with such rare artistry as to hold the 
audience spellbound in appreciation. 

Appearing with Miss Hempel are a 
pianist and flutist whose playing 
ranks with the singing of the artist. 
Their appearance in several numbers 
adds mtch to the attractiveness of 
the program. Coenraad V. Bos played 
two piano solos., Louis P. Fritze 
played several flute solos and a 
flute obligato in one number with 
Miss Hempel. 

Encore for First Group. 


The program opened with two songs, 
“Oh, Had I Jubal’ Lyre” 
del, and “Batti, Batti, O bel Mas- ; 
setto, ”’ from Mozart's “Don Giovan- 
ni.” As an encore Miss Hempel sang 
“The “Last Rose of Summer.” 
Next Miss Hempel sang two Schu- 
bert compositions, “Ave Maria” and

In 
the echo song the singer revealed 
a wonderful display of the tone, pow- 
er and intonation possibilities of the 
human voice.

‘The increase is due 
to the more liberal road fund provi-

000. The budget »ureau left out the 
annual item of $360,000 for free 
seed distribution by senators and rep- 
resentatives and it was not placed in 
the bill by the appropriations com- 
mittee. Some of the items in the 
measure are: 

For frost warning service $12,000; 
eradicating bog cholera $181,500 ; 
emergencies in fighting forest insects, 
tt ,000; preventing spread of moths, 

531,000; preventing spread of Eu- 
ropean corn borer, 32 : eck- 
ing the spread of the Mexican bean 
beetle, $25,000; studying food pabits 
of birds and animals, $502,240; mar- 
ket inspection of perishable ‘foods, 
$275,000: extermination of potato 
wart, $5,000 and eradication of the 
pink boll worm of cotton, $411,400.

Passage would not include the right 
to landings in the straits or the dis- 
charge of war material. 

‘During war time, in case Turkey 
was neutral, all merchantmen could 
pass freely, with the understanding 
that Turkey reserved the right to 
adopt proper steps to safeguard he: 
neutrality. 

The next section refers to such time 
of war as Turkey may be among the 
belligerents. In this case neutral mer- 
chantmen and neutral merchant air- 
planes could pass, Turkey reserving 
the right of search. 

Guarantee is Given. 


To guarantee her sovereignty and en- 
foree the principle of closing the 
straits to warships, Tarkey would be 
authorized to maintain in the straits 
zone, without restriction, military and 
naval forces, erect fortifications, lay 
mine fields, and, generally speaking, 
organize the military defense of the 
straits “by applying the technical 
means of warfare known to present 
and future times.” 

Chapter four provides that, without 
prejudice to Turkish sovereignty and 
to help commercial navigation, an in- 
ternational commission would be ap 
neinted to sit in Constantinople, this 
commission to be composed of one 
representative from each of the states 
bordering on the Black sea and one 
each from Germany, the United States, 
France, Great Britain, Italy and Ja- 
pan, under the presidency of a fLurkish 
delegate. 

Chapter five stipulates that, within 
three mouths after the signature of 
the accord, the powers would recog- 
nize the Black rea as “a closed sea” 
belonging to the Black sea countries. 

The agreement would run for ten 
years, and be subject to renewal,

A brief statement by the depart- 
ment declared the November ‘returns 
showed that American agriculture and 
industry generally benefited from the 
increasing export business.
